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Parents fight to save 
school from closure

ANGRY parents have 
launched a campaign to 
save their children’s 
school from closure. 

Paddocks Primary School 
in Newmarket is facing a 
“merger” with another of the 
town’s primary schools, 
Houldsworth Valley, as part of 
a Suffolk-wide shake-up of 
the education system. 

The county council is adopting a 
two-tier system which already 
means that the town’s two middle 
schools, Scaltback and St Felix, 
will close. 

But now parents have been 
alarmed by proposals to close 
Paddocks Primary School. 

Consultation about the 
reorganisation of schools in 
Newmarket, and the rest of the 
Forest Heath district, has just 
started and is due to continue until 
December 15. 

The county council’s cabinet is 
due to make its decision on the 
future shape of education in 
February of next year and the 
changes are due to be phased in 
between 2011 and 2012. 

Parents have complained that 
the first they knew about the 
possible merger was when the 
county council’s consultation 
booklet was published. 

It suggests that Paddocks and 
Houldsworth Valley could be 
merged to form a new school. It 
would be the largest primary 
school in the town with 420 pupils. 
Alternatives include closing one 
school - likely to be Paddocks - and 


amalgamation with the remaining 
school. 

Cllr Ruth Allen, who has fought 
against the reorganisation and is 
a parent at Paddocks school, said: 
“The county council said they 
would never shut a successful 
school, but that is what they are 
proposing. 

“There was no prior warning 
that they were thinking about 
this. The first the teachers and 
parents knew about it was when 
the consultation booklet arrived.” 

She said she understood there 
were already plans to build houses 
on the Paddocks site. 


“We want to name and shame 
the county council. We want to get 
as a big a campaign as we can. 
Letters and objections don’t work, 
but maybe we could do a march to 
save the school.” 

Around 60 parents took part in 
an emergency meeting to start the 
campaign. 

“There was a lot of fighting talk 
about how to keep the school,” said 
Mrs Allen. 

A protest outside the school 
included an image of Andrea Hill, 
the county council chief executive, 
with a sledge hammer appearing 
to be knocking the school down. 


Cllr Patricia O’Brien, county 
council portfolio holder for 
children, schools and young 
people, said in the introduction to 
the consultation booklet: “We 
want the very best for Suffolk’s 
children, starting with early years 
through to their transition into 
adulthood.” 

A series of public meetings is 
planned at all the town’s schools, 
as well as those in the Mildenhall 
area. 

The first meeting, on October 
13, will be at Moulton Primary 
School with the Paddocks Primary 
School meeting on October 16.

Horse hospital opens its doors 


A NEW hospital for horses has just 
treated its first patient. 

The Newmarket Equine Hospital, 
claimed to be the finest of its kind in 
Europe, has just begun operating 
after the completion of a multi-million 
pound building project. 

Most of the patients will be race¬ 
horses from stables and stud farms in 
and around Newmarket, the historic 
“headquarters” of the racing industry. 


Vets Greenwood Ellis and Partners 
have had the hospital built to replace 
their cramped century-old premises 
at Reynolds House, just off 
Newmarket High Street. 

The hospital has been built in two 
years on former farm land just off the 
town’s Stallion roundabout near the 
entrance to the July racecourse and 
the National Stud. 

The modem facilities include two 


operating theatres and all the 
necessary equipment for moving 
sedated horses around. 

It includes stable blocks and 
paddocks for the patients as well as 
housing for staff who provide 24-hour 
care. 

A total of 70 staff, including 30 vets, 
work at the hospital. 

The practice’s old premises are set to 
be redeveloped for housing.

Getting the award follows 
a remarkable fundraising 
feat by the Soham Village 
College pupil which began 
in November 2006 when he 
decided to collect £1,000 for 
children’s cancer charity 
CLIC Sargent in memory of 
his friend who had died of 
cancer. 

Liam’s sponsored one- 
mile swim, after under¬ 
going an operation to re¬ 
move a tumour in his leg, 
raised more than £15,000. 

He also appeared on 
ITV’s The Million-Pound 
Giveaway, when he was 
given £50,000 to buy a 
caravan for 150 cancer 
sufferers and their families 


to enjoy much-needed 
holidays. 

He reached his £150,000 
target in April and has 
since garnered a host of 
awards, including the Child 
of Courage Award last year 
by our sister paper, the 
Cambridge News, and 
Channel Five’s “Britain’s 
Kindest Kid” prize. 

His latest award caps an 
amazing two years for the 
Soham teenager, whose 
exploits have attracted the 
interest of the Prime Min¬ 
ister, who has met Liam 
twice and sent him several 
get well cards following 
each of his operations for 
leg and lung cancer. 

Other winners at the 10th 
annual Daily Mirror Pride 
of Britain Awards included 
a woman who raised £45 
million for breast cancer 
research, and a man who 
pioneered IVF treatment. 
Britain’s Olympic gold 
medallists were also 
honoured.

Police arrest four after 
major metal thefts raid

A MAJOR police probe into 
metal thefts and stolen cars 
took place this week. 

The operation, which involved 
100 police officers as well as 
officials from a range of agencies, 
started on Monday when officers 
with a search warrant raided the 
Ponderosa scrap yard at Red 
Lodge. 

Police teams swooped on the 
yard, supported by the Essex 
force’s helicopter, after an early 
morning briefing in Newmarket. 
They began a painstaking search 
of the yard in Bridge End Road 
which is spread over several 
acres. 

Every one of the several 
hundred vehicles in the yard was 
checked by specialist vehicle 
examiners and a crane was used 
to dismantle stacks of scrap 
vehicles for closer checks to be 
made. 

Three cars, a van and an oil 
bowser were taken away for 
further examination. Builders’ 
plant equipment and tools were 
also seized along with numerous 
other items. 

Four men were arrested when 
police arrived. Three of them, a 
33-year-old and a 21-year-old from 
Bury St Edmunds, and a 30-year- 
old, of no fixed address, were later 
released on bail to report to the 
police on November 20. 

They were arrested on 
suspicion of money laundering 
offences. 

Robert McGivern, 38, of Bridge 
End Road, Red Lodge, appeared 
before magistrates at Sudbury 
yesterday charged with conceal¬ 
ing criminal property 

British Transport Police joined 
Suffolk police in the operation 
which also involved repres¬ 
entatives from Network Rail, BT, 
EDF Energy, Suffolk County 
Council trading standards, the 
Health and Safety Executive, 
Environment Agency, DVLA, 
VOSA, the Department of Work 
and Pensions and HM Revenue 
and Customs. 

Insp Kim Warner said: “In the 
past six months in the Forest

Heath district there has been in 
excess of £60,000 of scrap metal 
thefts.” 

But he said the investigation, 
which was planned for several 
months, was looking at possible 
thefts across a wide area and the 
Suffolk force was working with 
Cambridgeshire, Essex and 
Norfolk forces. 

He added: “We are keen to get as 
much information as we can from 
the community about any 
premises dealing with stolen 
metal or vehicles.” 

Det Insp Jeff Yaxley said: “The 
operation went very well. Suffolk 
police take metal thefts very 
seriously 

“The problem has increased in 
the past six months to a year as 
the price of scrap metal has 
soared. 

“Projects like this will make a 
big difference.” 


Lorries will be banned 
for overnight roadwork 


OVERNIGHT roadwork will 
mean a ban on lorries using 
Newmarket High Street. 

Resurfacing work is due to be 
carried out where major work to 
change the layout of roads in the 
town centre has only just been 
completed. 

The High Street will be closed 
to lorries from 7pm to 6am 
between October 20 and 24 while 
resurfacing work is carried out. 

Although cars will still be 
allowed to use the street while 
the work is being carried out, 
there will be a lOmph speed 
limit. 

A diversion route will take 


lorries along Fordham Road, 
Fred Archer Way, Rowley Drive 
and Hamilton Road. 

The resurfacing work is 
separate from the £600,000 
scheme to “improve” the town’s 
Clocktower junction. 

The second phase of the 
scheme, which involves altering 
the Clocktower roundabout and 
off-setting the High Street to 
take all traffic on one side of 
the historic clock, is due to start 
in January. 

The work is being carried out 
by Suffolk County Council, the 
road authority

Developer offers 
war plaque funds 


A DEVELOPER has agreed 
to fund the public display of 
a plaque honouring service¬ 
men and civilians who died 
in the Second World War. 

David Garrad, who has “taken 
over” the vandalised shelter in 
Exning Road, Newmarket, where 
the plaque was once displayed, 
told the town council he would 
be happy to pay for plaque to be 
displayed. 

It is currently kept in the 
Exning Road Working Men’s 
Club, almost opposite the shelter. 

Mr Garrad also rejected an 
accusation that he had 
“betrayed” the war dead by 
fencing off the shelter and 
having it demolished as part of a 
flats development by his 
company on a neighbouring site. 

The accusation was made by

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former publican Tony Pringle, 
who complained to the town 
council’s community services 
about the shelter being enclosed. 
But Mr Pringle said he would 
support a move to have the 
plaque put on display. 

Ownership of the shelter, and 
the land it stands on, is in doubt. 
Neither the town council, which 
wanted to take action to tidy up 
the site, nor solicitors acting for 
Mr Garrad have been able to 
establish who owns it. 

The shelter was dedicated in 
1950 to people from the Exning 
Road area who died during the 
war. But in recent years it has 
been sprayed with graffiti and 
damaged. It also became a 
problem for teachers at nearby 


Newmarket College who tried to 
stop students from using it for 
smoking. 

Mr Garrad told the town 
council: “I took it on myself to 
sort out the problem.” 

He said his solicitors had been 
trying for two years to establish 
who owned the shelter and the 
land. He said Forest Heath 
District Council officials had 
advised him to enclose the 
shelter. 

“It had fallen into disrepair 
and slates were coming off the 
roof,” he said. “Should we wait 
until someone gets hurt before 
doing anything about it?” 

He said he would be “more 
than happy” to pay to have the 
plaque put on permanent display 
and agreed to discuss the details 
with deputy mayor Cllr Jane 
Bailey 


Shop submits flats scheme 


AN ELECTRICAL retailer 
wants to convert the upper 
floors of its shop into flats. 

Hughes Electrical, which 
opened its Newmarket High 
Street store a year ago, has 
applied for planning per¬ 
mission to convert the upper 
floors into eight flats. 

The building, formerly Pal¬ 


mer’s department store, is a 
listed building and dates from 
1832. 

The plans, submitted to 
Forest Heath District Council, 
include the demolition of an 
extension at the back of the 
building and replacing it with 
three-storey extension to 
contain the stairs to the flats. 


Robert Hughes, managing 
director of the business, said, 
in a letter to the council, that 
the weight of modern electrical 
goods and disability regu¬ 
lations made it difficult to trade 
from upper floors. 

He said that all the store’s 
stock could be displayed on the 
ground floor.

But members of the 
council’s planning committee 
heard that he wanted to sell 
the bungalow, following the 
death of his wife last year, 
leaving the annexe, occupied 
by his daughter and her 
family, as a separate home. 

His application has been 
under consideration since 
July 

Council planning officers 
said it was acceptable to allow 
the annexe to become a 


separate bungalow and 
warned councillors that there 
was “serious” risk of the 
council losing an appeal and 
having to pay costs to Mr 
Johns if the application was 
turned down. 

But the committee refused 
to grant the application and 
ruled that allowing the annexe 
to be a separate home would 
“fail to respect” the character 
of The Highlands which was 
originally seven detached 
bungalows on large plots. 

A neighbour objected to the 
application but Exning Parish 
Council had no objections.

But after four visits to New 
York’s Presbyterian Hospital, 
Joshua’s vision has improved 
and the cancer has almost 
gone. 

Joshua, who lives in Surrey 
with his parents Martin, Ms 
Wilson’s son, and Linda and 
sister Alice, visited his 
grandmother last month to 
show her the improvement. 

Joshua was diagnosed with 
bilateral retinoblastoma - eye 
cancer - when he was 15 
months old after his parents 
noticed a strange “cat’s eye” 
reflection in one of his eyes. 


His right eye had to be 
removed when he was three - 
and-a-half years old and 
earlier this year his parents 
were told by doctors in this 
country that he would have to 
lose his left eye to remove the 
cancer. 

But after consultants told 
them about the treatment 
being trialled in New York, 
they began fundraising to 
cover the hotel and travel 
costs. 

Joshua appeared on GMTV 
with Eamonn Holmes and Dr 
Hilary Jones. Ms Wilson also 
appealed for support in the 
Newmarket area. 

Now after four treatments 
involving chemotherapy 
introduced directly into the 
artery which feeds the eye, 
Joshua has shown a major 
improvement and his UK 
consultant has said he is 
pleased with the results.

But other councils,

Newmarket Town Coun¬ 
cil, which will continue to 
operate after the changes, is 
also supporting the three 
council proposals. 

The Boundary Com¬ 
mittee’s draft proposal for 
Suffolk is a council for 
Ipswich and Felixstowe 
with another council for the 
rest of the county, apart 
from Lowestoft. 

Consultations closed on 
Friday and the Boundary 
Committee will make its 
recommendation to the 
Secretary of State by 
December 31.

Race day with guaranteed 
prize money of £1 million 


RACECOURSE bosses at New¬ 
market are gearing up for the 
richest day’s racing in Britain on 
Saturday. 

The Totesport Cambridgeshire Day 
includes the first running of the 
Tattersalls Timeform Million when prize 
money is guaranteed to be at least £1 
million. 

The same day includes the Tattersalls 
Fillies 800 with a prize pot of £800,000. 


The Tattersalls Timeform Million is for 
two-year-olds that were catalogued in 
Part One of the Tattersalls October 
Yearling Sale at Newmarket last year. 
The winning horse receives a 
guaranteed purse of £550,000 or 55 
per cent of the total prize fund, 
whichever is greater. 

The meeting, at the NatWest Rowley 
Mile course, also includes the £200,000 
Kingdom Of Bahrain Sun Chariot 
Stakes and the historic totesport.com 


Cambridgeshire which has prize money 
of £160,000. 

Stephen Wallis, managing director of 
Newmarket Racecourses, said that 
advance ticket sales had gone 
“remarkably well”. 

A crowd of between 14,000 and 16,000 
is expected on Saturday, including 
around 9,500 sales via an annual 
promotion through the Greene King 
pub chain, which is equivalent to last 
year’s attendance. 


“Most other racecourses are reporting 
attendances of between four and five 
per cent down on last year,” he said. 
“As part of the leisure industry we are 
aware that attendance at sporting 
events is a discretionary spend for the 
public. We will have to work even 
harder to attract people and we will 
do.” 

The Cambridgeshire Day is the climax 
of three days of racing which started 
today. 


Research leads to 
degree course 


A UNIVERSITY researcher has 
revealed that just 20 people 
out of the 1,000 who join the 
racing industry make it as 
professional jockeys. 

The research carried out at the 
University of Warwick by 
Deborah Butler has 
contributed to the creation of a 
new foundation degree course 
for people joining the industry. 
The course will give those who 
do not make the big time a 
qualification to fall back on. 

She said: “The horseracing 
industry is very labour intensive 
with technological 
developments of little use in 
reducing the size of the 
workforce needed. As such the 
industry is heavily reliant on its 
staff in order to meet and 
maintain its main aim of racing 
horses. This once ready supply 
of potential staff has been 
gradually contracting due to 
low levels of unemployment, 
the urbanisation of society, the 
trend for young people to stay 
on in further education, the 
younger generation’s 
increasing body size and their 
unfamiliarity with the very 
physical nature of stable and 
stud work.” 


Her research also revealed 
that the industry is becoming 
increasingly reliant on a high 
proportion of migrant labour 
especially in the larger training 
centres of Newmarket and 
Lambourn. 

This research at the University 
of Warwick has led Deborah, 
in conjunction with the British 
Racing School, at 
Newmarket, and her teaching 
colleagues in Warwickshire 
College, to create a new 
foundation degree at 
Warwickshire College known 
as the FdA Horseracing 
Industry (Business, 
Management and Practice) 
specifically designed for the 
horseracing industry. 

The foundation degree is 
designed to be studied by 
distance learning by people 
working within the industry 
once they have achieved their 
advanced modern 
apprenticeship so giving them 
the skills required to fill a 
management role within horse 
racing rather than simply 
aiming to be a jockey. The 
new degree was launched as 
a trial in September with four 
students.

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Airman guilty 
of child porn 
offences flees

AN AMERICAN air¬ 
man convicted of 
having child porn¬ 
ography has escaped 
from the base where 
he was being held. 

Airman Basic Jeremy 
Parrott, 29, escaped 
from his escort when he 
was taken to the base 
hospital at Lakenheath 
for a medical appoint¬ 
ment. 

He is serving 36 
months at the base’s 
“correctional facility” 
after being convicted at 
a court martial. 

He is due to be given a 
dishonourable discharge 
from the USAF after 
serving his sentence. 

But he was able to 
disappear and is 
thought to have got 
away from the base 
despite a “thorough 
search” of it and all

vehicles leaving the 
base. 

A base spokesman 
said that although he 
did not have a passport 
with him, there was 
reason to believe he may 


try to get to an east 
coast port in a bid to 
leave the country. 

US Air Force auth¬ 
orities are working with 
British police to try to 
find Parrott who is 
believed to have been 
wearing civilian clothes 
and was on foot. 

He has brown cropped 
hair, weighs about 15st 
71b and is 5ft lOin tall. 

He was convicted at a 
court martial in July of 
two counts of possession 
of child pornography 
and one count of 
receiving child porn¬ 
ography. He disappeared 
from the base at about 
2pm last Wednesday. 

He is not considered 
violent or dangerous, 
but the USAF auth¬ 
orities have warned the 
public not to try to 
“apprehend” him but 
call the local police or 
the base security forces 
on (01638) 522333.

Fuel thieves hit 
‘softer’ targets

SCHOOLS, churches 
and hospitals are 
among the premises 
hit by a rising tide of 
fuel thefts. 

Figures obtained by the 
Weekly News show a 
dramatic increase in fuel 
theft in rural Cambridge¬ 
shire this year with 
criminals cashing in on 
the soaring price of 
petrol, diesel and oil. 

The number of fuel 
thefts in the county’s 
central division in the 
first eight months of this 
year increased by 37 per 
cent, compared to the 
same period in 2007 - up 
from 22 incidents in 2007 
to 30 in 2008. 

The figures released 
under the Freedom of 
Information Act also 
reveal how thieves have 
started to attack “softer” 
targets this year, raiding 
a church in Huntingdon, 
a school in St Neots and 
the heart hospital in 
Papworth in June this 
year. 

Farms, haulage yards 
and private homes have 
also been raided, with 
thieves stealing up to 
£1,000 of fuel at a time. 


John Bridge, a former 
haulier and now chief 
executive of Cambridge¬ 
shire Chambers of 
Commerce, said: “These 
thieves are totally ruth¬ 
less - they have utter dis¬ 
regard for their victims 
and they don’t care who 
they hurt. 

“I think we’re going to 
see a lot more thefts in 
the run-up to Christmas 
as people tend to attempt 
to make some extra cash 
about this time. 

“With the high fuel 
prices this year, it will be 
an increasingly attractive 
prospect. There is a lot of 
money in it if you con¬ 
sider a lorry might 
contain up to 1,000 litres 
of fuel. 

“However, it’s an ext¬ 
remely dangerous prac¬ 
tice to remove and tran¬ 
sport this fuel. There are 
very strict rules for 
moving quantities of fuel 
for some very good 
reasons and these thieves 
are putting themselves 
and the public at great 
risk by stealing this fuel.” 


The increase in thefts 
comes as the average 
price of diesel has risen 
24p since the beginning of 
the year - a rise of 22 per 
cent. 

Julie Collins, crime 
reduction officer for the 
police, urged people to 
protect their premises 
from fuel thieves. 

She said: “The offend¬ 
ers are not opportunist 
thieves. They know where 
to look and have the right 
equipment. 

“Any companies who 
store fuel on their prem¬ 
ises need to be aware 
these offences are taking 
place and we would 
advise them to be extra 
vigilant. 

“There are a number of 
anti-theft/siphoning 
devices available on the 
market which may be 
worth considering. Al¬ 
ways lock your vehicle 
fuel caps and, if possible, 
lorry drivers should park 
vehicles ‘fuel tank to fuel 
tank’ which should limit 
access.”

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Asbestos ‘scare’ 
at county schools 


THE potentially deadly 
building material asbestos 
is present in almost every 
school in Cambridgeshire. 

Figures obtained by the 
Weekly News under the Freedom 
of Information Act reveal 240 of 
the 251 council-run schools and 
nurseries in the county contain 
the substance, which gives off 
tiny fibres linked with deadly 
diseases such as lung cancer, 
asbestosis and mesothelioma. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil says the material is perfectly 
safe unless it is disturbed - but 
teaching unions claim daily 
classroom activities could 
dislodge the substance and put 
children at risk. 

Dr Mary Bousted, general 
secretary of the Association of 
Teachers and Lecturers, told the 
Weekly News : “Putting a draw¬ 
ing pin into a classroom wall or 
slamming a classroom door could 
be enough to sign a death warr¬ 
ant.” 

The council insists the mat¬ 
erial is regularly inspected and 
its safety procedures have been 
praised by the Health and Safety 
Executive. 

But Tom Woodcock, president 
of the Cambridgeshire branch of 
the National Union of Teachers - 
which is calling for the material 
to be removed from schools -

said: “There are lots of teachers 
who are losing years off their 
lives by working in buildings 
with asbestos. 

“There is an inconsistency 
between the information we have 
about asbestos, and the health 
and safety risks, and what the 
council is saying about it being 
safer to keep the asbestos in. 

“We want all schools to be a 
high standard, and there are 
plenty of schools in the county 
which are not in a good cond¬ 
ition.” 

Dr Bousted added: “ATL mem¬ 
bers voted overwhelmingly at our 
annual conference in March for 
the Government to have asbestos 
removed from all education 
establishments by 2010. 

“The health of thousands of 
young people and those working 
in education is far too precious to 
be ignored.” 

Health risks posed by asbestos 
come from microscopic fibres 
which can escape into the air, and 
settle in the lungs. Prolonged 
exposure can cause serious 
respiratory diseases. 

In August, 28-year-old teacher 
Leigh Carlisle from Lancashire 
became one of the youngest ever 


victims of mesothelioma. 

Although she worked as a 
primary school teacher in 
Oldham, it is thought she devel¬ 
oped the illness while a school 
pupil. 

The blue and brown forms of 
asbestos have been banned in the 
UK since 1984, with the white 
form prohibited since 1999. 

Until then, asbestos was 
commonly used in protective 
coatings on walls and ceilings 
and insulation around boilers 
and pipes. It was also combined 
with cement in wall and ceiling 
panels, tiles, pipes, gutters and 
corrugated roof panels. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil told the Weekly News all 
schools containing the material 
were thoroughly surveyed in 
2000 - 01 . 

Cllr David Harty, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for learning, said: “Many 
buildings contain asbestos; it 
only becomes a problem when it 
is disturbed, demolished or 
exposed. 

“The Health and Safety Exec¬ 
utive does not expect the author¬ 
ity to remove asbestos unless it is 
unsafe or the building in quest¬ 
ion is demolished or refurb¬ 
ished.”

Waste 

plant 

taking 

shape 

A NEW recycling plant 
which waste bosses hope 
will turn Cambridgeshire’s 
rubbish into compost is 
beginning to take shape. 
The shell of the new 
mechanical and biological 
treatment (MBT) plant at 
Donarbon’s waste 
management park at 
Waterbeach is now visible 
to drivers on the A10. 
Around 80 per cent of 
every tonne of rubbish 
delivered to the plant, 
which should be 
operational by 2010, will 
be turned into material 
that can be recycled or 
reused. 

It will mechanically sort 
“black bag” waste - 
rubbish not put into 
recycling collections by 
householders - remove 
metal, glass and plastics 
for recycling and reuse 
and compost the 
remainder to create 
material which can be 
used to restore old 
quarries as well as for 
cultivation of turf and bio 
crops, for green energy 
production. 

More than 50 per cent of 


waste in Cambridgeshire 
is recycled and 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council, which signed a 
£750 million private 
finance initiative to create 
the new MBT plant, hopes 
it will keep even more 
rubbish out of landfill sites. 
Progress was assessed by 
Cllr Sir Peter Brown, the 
council’s lead member for 
economy, environment 
and climate change, who 
went to see the 
construction work 
recently. 

He said: “This plant is an 
essential part of our on¬ 
going work to significantly 
reduce the amount of 
waste which goes to land¬ 
fill. 

“But MBT plants are not 


an alternative to recycling. 
They are a sustainable 
way of managing the 
waste that is left over after 
residents do their bit by 
recycling on their 
doorsteps and through 
their local recycling 
centres.” 

The council hopes the 
new plant will not only 
increase recycling rates 
but also reduce costly 
landfill charges, which will 
rise from £8 per tonne in 
2008-09 to £48 in 2011- 
12 . 

A 28-mile (45km) radius 
restriction on where waste 
going into the plant can 
come from will be applied 
to ensure Donarbon only 
deals with rubbish from 
Cambridgeshire.

Homes plan to go on show 


MORE details about 
plans to build 1,200 
new homes next to 
the A14 are set to 
emerge at the end of 
this month.

It includes industrial 
units and an equine 
research park. 

Lord Derby, who owns 
the land, has employed 
consultants to work out 
the details of the 
development. 

About 30 people 
attended a workshop 
session at Newmarket’s 
Heath Court Hotel when 
the proposals were 
outlined. 

Bob Sellwood, who is 
co-ordinating the 


project, said: “It was a 
very good evening. 
Clearly not everybody 
was in favour, but we 
got back a lot of positive 
comments. 

“However much you 
may assess a site tech¬ 
nically, it’s really local 
people who know their 
area best.” 

He said a report was 
being prepared for a 
follow-up meeting on 
October 28 at the same 
hotel when more 
detailed plans would be 
available. 

He said that talks had 
already been held with 
the Highways Agency 
and Suffolk County 
Council roads experts 
about the extra volume 
of traffic that the 
development would 


bring to the junction 
between the A14 and 
A142 Fordham road. 

“The junction will 
need work done to it in 
the next five to 10 years 
because of the amount 
that traffic will increase 
anyway without this 
development,” he said. 

Traffic lights were 
being considered as a 
way of helping drivers 
make turns at the 
junction and reduce 
hold-ups. 

Mr Sellwood said 
formal planning 
applications could be 
submitted next year. 

But he said the 
scheme would “move 
forward” in parallel 
with the council’s “core 
strategy”.

THE Mercury Music Prize 
likes to court controversy, 
but there was nary a 
dissenting voice at this 
year’s awards ceremony 
when Elbow scooped the 
gong. 

Even the other bands on the 
shortlist were happy to accept 
that having produced their finest 
work, The Seldom Seen Kid, after 
17 years on the road that they 
were deserving winners. 

And it would be hard for any of 
them to begrudge frontman Guy 
Garvey his moment in the limelight 
- anyone who has met the 
towering Mancunian will be quick 
to tell what a nice chap he is. 

Open and honest, he cuts a 
refreshing figure, and mixes deep, 
serious moments with light¬ 
hearted anecdotes and jokes - 
filthy jokes. 

“That’s just my sense of humour. 
But you cannot quote any of it,” 
he says, laughing. 

The band formed after Guy met 
guitarist Mark Potter at sixth-form 
college in 1990. 

Mark asked Guy if he’d sing in a 
band he was trying to get started 
with bassist Pete Turner and 
drummer Richard Jupp.

The quartet soon became a five 
when they roped in Mark’s brother 
Craig to play keyboards. 

In 1997, they were signed to a 
major label and recorded an 
album, but due to a buy-out, they 
were dropped and the album 
never saw the light of day. 

They then released a handful of 
well-received EPs, and by the 
end of 2001, were hailed as one 
of the best bands in Britain 
thanks to their Mercury Prize- 


nominated debut album Asleep In 
The Back. 

Cast Of Thousands followed in 
2003, and in 2005 the band 
unveiled their third set, Leaders Of 
The Free World, both to rapturous 
praise from the music press. 

But it was this year’s The Seldom 
Seen Kid, the band’s fourth LP, 
and its striking lead single, 
Grounds For Divorce, that have 
really seen them emerge blinking 
into the mainstream. 

So is there really no part of this 
most unassuming of frontmen 
that dreams of Coldplay-style 
international mega-success? 

“If you’d asked us when we were 
16 or 17, world domination was 
definitely the plan,” admits Guy. 
“We’d all watched [U2 tour 
documentary] Rattle And Hum 
and would often talk about what 
would happen when it was our 
turn. 

“That was definitely the plan then, 
but these days, we’ve got families 
and we don’t want to be away. 
Having said that, we want our 
music to reach as many people 
as possible - we make big music, 
and it deserves a big arena.”

Worn tyre figures on increase 


NEW car sales in the UK 
are already being affected 
by the credit crunch and 
there is now mounting 
evidence that motorists 
are delaying replacing 
worn and defective tyres. 

This false economy is 
putting drivers, 

passengers and other road 
users in danger of an 
accident or the potential 
for prosecution. Research 
by Protyre, Britain’s largest 
independent tyre dealer 
network, has revealed that 
over three quarters of 
motorists visiting their 31 
outlets had at least one 
defective or badly worn 
tyre, up dramatically on a 
year ago. 

Surprisingly, Protyre 
technicians have also 
discovered that drivers of 
family cars seem to be 
more responsible than 


owners of premium 
vehicles, with a lower 
percentage of family cars 
having more than one 
defective tyre compared 
with premium models - 
the cars usually fitted with 
lower profile tyres. 
Motorists driving a vehicle 
with a defective tyre face 
possible prosecution 
risking a fine up to £2,500 
and three penalty points 
on their licence per tyre. 
Bald tyres also com¬ 
promise safety, offering 
less grip in the wet. 

Commenting on the 
Protyre findings, Adrian 
Walsh, director of 
RoadSafe, the road safety 
partnership of leading 
industry bodies, 

government and road 
safety professionals said: 
“This research is worrying. 
Clearly drivers are delaying

Superfuels are a 
Vaste of money’

SO-CALLED “superfuels” 
do little to help motorists, 
according to tests carried 
out by Which? Car 
magazine. 

The superfuels do not save 
drivers money, do not improve 
a car’s performance and do not 
help the environment, Which? 
Car said. 

For many drivers it was “a 
waste of money” paying over 
the odds for these types of fuel, 
the magazine’s editor Richard 
Headland said. 

Which? Car tested three 
superfuels (Shell V-Power, 
Tesco Super Unleaded and BP 
Ultimate Diesel) against 
standard fuels. 

It found: 

■ Shell V-Power gave a Ford 
Focus 1.6 a marginal power 
increase. However, filling the 
car on this petrol for 12,000 
miles will cost £115 more than 
using Shell’s standard petrol. 
Tesco Super Unleaded actually 
decreased the power of the 
Focus. 

■ The Volkswagen Golf’s high- 
tech 1.4 TSI engine responded 
well to Shell V-Power, but there 
was little to choose between 
superfuels and ordinary petrol 
on economy and emissions. 

■ The economy and 
performance of the Renault 
Megane 1.5 diesel were both 
slightly worse using BP 
Ultimate diesel, the superfuel 
furthest from the marketing 
claims in the test. 

■ Each superfuel had only a 
marginal effect on the 
emissions of measured 
pollutants, seemingly putting 
paid to environmental claims. 

■ There may be benefits to 
using superfuels in the long¬ 
term as they include detergents 
to improve engine longevity. 
However, Which? thinks any 
break-even point in terms of 


reduced repair bills could take 
many years to reach. 

Headland said: “For many 
cars it’s a waste of money 
paying over the odds for so- 
called ‘superfuels’. The 
standard fuels we tested were 
all up to the job, whether from a 
major fuel brand or a 
supermarket. 

“There’s no conclusive 
evidence to show that 
superfuels are better for your 
car in the long run. So in a time 
of high oil prices, why would 
you choose to pay more?” 

Mike Lee, of Woodditton- 
based specialist car firm New 
Marque, commented: “I would 
definitely use high octane fuel 
for performance cars like 
Ferraris, Lamborghinis, 
Porsches and the quicker Audis 
because they will run quicker 
and more efficiently - but not 
with an everyday Focus.” 

Meanwhile the high cost of 
fuel is causing more motorists 
to run out of petrol, the AA 
said this week. 

In recent weeks, as many as 
20 per cent of drivers have 
gone past, or very close to, the 
empty mark, with 
miscalculations mainly caused 
by drivers failing to realise 
how little petrol their money 


was now buying. 

Younger drivers have been 
most likely to run on empty, an 
AA/Populus poll of 12,000 AA 
members showed. 

Not being able to find 
cheaper fuel, thinking they 
could reach their destination 
and not having enough money 
were also reasons given for 
running out of petrol. 

Regionally, drivers in 
Northern Ireland (35 per cent) 
and north west England (22 per 
cent) were most likely to run 
out of petrol. 

AA president Edmund King 
said: “The high cost of fuel 
over the last 12 months means 
that more drivers have been 
running on empty. This week’s 
record rebound in the price of 
oil raises the spectre again. 

“Drivers need to remember 
that £40-worth of fuel will get 
them one third less distance 
than it did the same time last 
year. 

“Drivers running on fumes 
need to remember that a 
breakdown in the middle of 
nowhere could turn out more 
costly than a few litres of fuel - 
particularly if a car is towed 
away to a safer location by a 
road authority firm, costing as 
much as £150.”

IT IS a long way from Ascot to Santa 
Anita but John Gosden and Jimmy 
Fortune will doubtless be looking 
forward to the journey next month. 

The duo have at least one true Breeders’ Cup 
contender in Raven’s Pass, while Rainbow View 
will also be popular if she makes the trip to 
California following their victories in Berkshire. 

Gosden had warned that Raven’s Pass was being 
trained with America in mind and might not be 
quite at the top of his game for the Queen 
Elizabeth II Stakes at Ascot on Saturday. 

That view proved totally incorrect as the colt, 
running in the colours of Princess Haya for the 
first time, comprehensively reversed the form 
with old adversary Henrythenavigator, who had 
proved too good their three previous meetings. 

Gosden said: “It all went wrong in the 2000 
Guineas from the draw but he ran a blinder in the 
St James’s Palace Stakes. 

“We knew this time we would be a little handier 
That was the only plan - be handier. 

“The plan is now to go to the Breeders’ Cup, 
whether that is for the Mile or the Classic we will 
have to see - he sees his races out much better now 

“He has been on the go since February, but he 
looks great in his coat.” 

Rainbow View also dug deep to maintain 
her unbeaten record in the Meon Valley Stud 
Fillies’ Mile and give Gosden and Fortune a 
notable double. 

The Dynaformer filly had won her previous 
three starts on the bridle but Fantasia served it up 
to her at the furlong marker and Rainbow View 
responded in style for a two-and-a-half-length win. 

Gosden said: “She’s not very big but she’s 
all heart - you find a lot of the very good ones are 
not big.” 

Gosden, however, was far from happy 
with Ascot officials for watering the course 
on Thursday. 

“I had words with the clerk of the course 
because I don’t believe in watering at this time 
year,” he said. “The boys tell me it was loose 
ground, and that’s no good. It turned into a real 
test of stamina.” 

■ Fantasia, who won her first two starts, will now 
be prepared for her Classic season. Trainer Luca 
Cumani, whose family’s Fittocks Stud part-own 
the filly, confirmed: “She won’t be running again 
this season - that’s it.” 

Fantasia is the general third-favourite for next 
year’s Stan James 1000 Guineas, some way adrift 
of Rainbow View.
